Mevievr of ibe Action of the Krpnb. 


llean Senatorial Caucus. 


From different 'Washington specials, 


it suem that the Republican Senatorial 
canons resulted in a victory for the auti- 
Edmnnds party, led by Sherman, Ingalls 
god others. There wag an appeal from 
the action of the majority of KepublioHU 
members of the Judiciary Committee to 
th« caucus and the appeal was BU tc'aed. 
Edmonds has held, first, that the Sen- 
ate has a right to search the files ol the 
Department* for papers upon suspen- 
sions, and shonld exercise it; second 
that the Bepublicans should rtjeet thi 
nomination oi every man appointed to 
succeed a suspended official until th< 
papers upon which the suspension was 
made were tarnished; third Chat the Be 
publicans shonld reject the nomination 
of civilians made to succeed officials wh 
wore honorably discharged from In 
the Union army, and who were suspend 
ed without good cause, regardless wnetu 
er the papers were furnished or not 
The caucus decided that the Senate ha 
a oonatkutioual tight to search all th 
archives of the Government, and issu 
gnbpenaes duces tocum npon member 
of the Cabinet tp produce all papers, con 
fidentisl or otherwise; but at the tame 
time determined that soch course was 
inexpedient. It w*f> held to be better 
to let the inquiries rest for the present 
as they are, ou the ground that the Sen- 
ate, having expressed its desire to know, 
the information npon which tb« Presi- 
dent has acted, und hiving given him a 
fair opportnnity to show that be has 
carried «ut his pretentious, by refusing 
to disclose the nature of the charges 
upon which officials have been removed, 
he has confessed an unwillingness to 
justify his.acts, and Senators agree that 
they coald afford to let the case rest 
there. Secondly, it was decided that 
the Senate shonld reject all nominations 
made to succeed suspended officials, 
where the information as to the cause 
ol suspension is relased, provided that 
suth information is deemed necessary 
for the proper consideration of the case. 
This is a very important qualification, 
and leaves a loophole for the exercise of 
thi individual discretion of a Senator. 
In case any Senator is able to state, 
upon his own knowledge, that ne 
charges were filed against a suspended 
official, and that be was removed for po- 
litical reaaons only, Ihe nomination can 
ba confirmed; but where a suspended 
official has been attacked with com- 
plaints as to his personal or official in- 
tegrity, without n chance to vindicate 
himself, the Senate will reject the nom- 
ination of bis eaeeeasor unless the pa- 
pers are lurniihed. The third proposi- 
tion was adopted aa it came from Ed- 
munds, and all civilians and ei-Confed- 
•rates who have been appointed to suc- 
•eed ex-Uuion>soldiers will be rejected, 
unless it shall be shown that the latter 
were removed upon sufficient charges. 


PUBLIC BlUI.I»IS«St. 


n Fnmeleeo Likely te> «et Call- 


DernlB's Mliiaro. 


The House 
Committee on Public 


Buildings has decided to keep the total 
ppropriation this year for Ihe erection 
I public buildings within $6,000;000, 
nd to divide this as nearly as possible 
mong the States .according to popula- 
ion. This would give California about 
1120,000. Some ot the States, however, 
ask for no appropriation for this pur- 
pose, and this will allow the pro rata of 
jach State to be increased. The com- 
mittee has already decided in favor of 
reporting an appropriation of $350,000 
jor the purnaase of a site for a Post- 
office in San Francisco, and tliia amount 
is much more than the State's share. 
The prospects, therefore, for public 
buildings elsewhere in tne State are not 
bright. Louttit is pushing the bill pro- 
viding for the erection of a public build- 
in Stockton, and Markham-is intletatii 
gible in his labors for buildings in 
Southern California. 


Th» Silver <|a*>iion. 


A Washington dispatch says there is 


possibility that the contest over the sil- 
ver question question may be practically 
transferred from the Coinage Committee 
of the House to the Committee on 
Banking and Currency. During the re- 
cent session of the Coinage Committee 
Chairman Bland intimated very strongly 
that unless some positive action was 
taken by his committee the subject 
might be taken out of their hands by a 
prompt report (rom the Committee on 
Banking and Currency on some of the 
Tirious propositions before that commit- 
tee relating to the issua of silver or coin 
certificates on bullion deposits. 
That 


Bland had some tangible ground for his 
remarks is apparent from the fact that 
the Committee' on Banking and Cur- 
rency has determined to begin next 
week the consideration of measures re- 
lating to silver coinage, with the view of 
formulating a bill to be reported to the 
House. 
The committee will first con- 


sider, at the instance of Dingley, the 
Keagan bill, providing for the i*sne ef 
silver certificates of the denomination of 
$1 and $2 additional to the certificates 
anthorizsd at present. It will endeavor 
to reach an agreement upon the ques- 
tion us to whether the public interests 
will best be served by the issue of silver 
certificates ol small denominations or 
by the resumption of the issue of $1 and 
$2 treasury notes. The decision of this 
question as a consequence involves 
some decided action npon the silver 
question. 
A careful review ol the com- 


position ol the committee, as stated by 
its chairman, discloses the fact that not- 
withstanding the addition of Mr. Find- 
lay, the mono-metallist, the majority of 
its members are opposed to the suspen- 
sion of the coinage of silver. 


THE RAILWAY POOL BMASHEB. 


Cuuinjc of Bates To-l>nr Between 


raelfle »d Atlantic COM* Cltle». 


The dissolution of the Transconti- 


nental Association, at whose meeting in 
New York it was found impossible to 
come to any agreement upon -a plan for 
pooling business, bag precipitated a 
railroad war which will bring joy to the 
hearts of many. The Ban Francisco 
Bulletin of Thursday tally explains the 
situation in the subjoined: 


The association went to pieces last 


night, and this morning bright and early 
the war began by a considerable cut in 
fares over the Central Pacific and Union 
Pacific Railroads to all points East. The 
war that is inaugurated is between the 
roads reaching from the Missouri river 
to or toward the Pacific Coast, compris- 
ing the Central Pacific, Southern Pa- 
cific, Union Pacific, Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy, Denver and Bio 
Grande, Northern Pacific, Atlantic and 
Pacific, Atchison, Topeki and Santa Fe 
and Texas-Pacific Kailroads. Bates to 
Missouri river po'nts only are therefore 
cut, the rates beyond being fixed by 
othet companies; but it i» probable that 
combinations with Eastern lines will be 
made, whereby still farther reductions 
will be made. What is known as the 
Iowa pool, embracing the roads reach 


that when these roads start in they will 
cut with • Tengeanoe. The other roads 
of the old TransoontiaenUl As*e«»tion 
state that they are not yet cutting, but 
it is probable that, a passenger would 
receive more than $8 commission to Hew 
York. In wars ol this nature it is rare 
that rates remain stationary for many 
days together, and the chances are that 
orders from the East will moke changes 
within a few days. 


ing from Omaha and other points on the 
Missouri river to Chicago, has for some 
time exhibited a disposition to go to 
pieces, and a war is liable at any time 
to break out between the Chicago and 
Burlington, the Chicago and 
Bock 


Island, the Chioagn and Northwestern, 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
nnd the roads reaching down to Kansas 
City. This would add other important 
elements to fight, which would probably 
dwarf most -of the previous railroad 
wars. 


PBIfEBS WAR TO F1ACC. 


The Chicago, Milwaukee end St. Paul 


Railroad has been acting for gome time 
like a boy with, a chip on his shoulder, 
and i» believed to prefer war to peace. 
In a war of this kind, however, the 
features of the contest vary from day to 
day, according to the combinations 
made, the advantages that circumstances 
present, the injury that can be indicted 
upon rival lines, and sometimes accord- 
ing to the temper or state of the diges- 
tion of railroad managers. The indica- 
. 


tions of the situation, as developed this 
morning, seem to point to a stubborn 
war with, apparently, the Central Pa- 
cific and Union Pacific combined against 
the Atlantic and Pacifio and the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe Kouds. It is 
possible that the Northern Pacific will 
keep out of the fight, for traffic with 
tbii State is not large, and should it try 
to seize any of the California trade it 
would bring upon it's bnoi lie Union 
Pacifio and the Central Pacific through 
Ibe former's Oregon Short Line. At 
present, therefore, ths Northein Pacifies 


THK LAND QUESTION. 


The Carson Appeal sayi: 
The land affairs of Nevada seem the 


least understood of almost anything 
in the State. In view ot the fact the 
Begents of the University have lowered 
the price to $1 25 an acre, tbe old fig- 
ures, tbe uses of land and the methods 
of acquiring broad areas shonld be bet- 
ter set 
forth. 
Abont one man in 


twenty knows how to take up land; the 
other nineteen are almost entirely in the 
dork regarding it, and it is fair to sup- 
pose that a few more out of the nineteen 
would acquire-land if they knew how 
easy it was to do so. The question of 
desrness or cheapness olJsnd has been 
pretty generally discussed si ace the re- 
gents raised the price to $2 60. It h'; 
keen held that they bad no right to do 
this under the law, and the (tamers ol 
tbe law have claimed that they meant 
only to give them the option ol lowering 
it if they saw fit. If they meant to do 
this they should have so stated in plain 
English, tor as the law now stands'there 
is no question of the right of tbe Begents 
to raise it to ten dollars *n acre if they 
choose. 


It was held that the last land lair was 


in the interest of the cattle men, and 
they conid be made to purchase just as 
readily at $2 50 as at $1 25. Tbe Sur- 
veyor General claims that the records do 
not bear out this statement, nnd that 
since tbe raise the sales have materially 
fallen off, and in fact, almost closed. 
The press of the State have generally 
favored the low price -and clamored 
against the raise and the llegents claim 
that imblio opinion was created against 
their'policy, and that no such encour- 
agement was given in the Land Office 
to purchasers as belore. The Surveyor- 
G'm-ral, however, holds that the price 
alone caused the.(ailing off, and because 
of this the idea has gained ground that 
the School Fund was in danger. The 
"irreduoable School Fund" question 
has been so much discussed that it seems 


THE HKGJtST* BACK WATKB. 


The Silver State, of the 17th, says: 


- The Begents of 'the State University, 
who doubled the price of certain State 
lajida by an arbitrary order last Sum- 
mer, have rescinded their former action 
and fixed the price at tbe old rate. This 
will have a tendency to promote the set- 
tlement of the -State, and increase the 
School Fond and the taxable property 
of the several counties. The Board dis- 
covered, what tbe public were aware ot 
at the time the prices of lands were 
doubled, that their position was unten- 
able, and that their action retarded the 
settlement of our sagebrush plains, tnid 
the prosperity ol the country, and the 
members, who took n narrow and one- 
sided view of tbe situation, have BU;- 
oombed to public opinion and relucla»t- 
1; rescinded their arbitrary and unpipr • 
lor action. 


It must be humiliating to the Enter- 


prise, which announced tbe raise m tbe 
price of lauds with a great flourish of 
trumpets, and pictured Ihe men who 
were purchasing these lands for agricul- 
tural purposes as "land pirates, guilty 
ol a monstrous wrong," to have its 
windy diatribes so completely refuted 
that even their author, one of tbe mem- 
beta of the Board, has been foroad to 
admit that he did not know whet be WM 
talking about.
